Richmond-Albany Bus 
Service Missed by 
Public 


Since the ‘‘absorbtion’’ of the 
Richmond-Albany buss lines by 
the Western Motor Transport Co. 
there is no regular buss service be- 
tween these two cities. The travel- 
ing public, especially those who 
transfer to and from the S. P. 
electric, must take the three-fare 
street car line, less the ‘‘speed.’’ 

Why buss service has been elim- 
inated, or nearly so, is not quite 
cle ir to some of the “unsuspecting 
public.’’ When one waits patiently 
two hours for a red buss at San 
Pablo and Main in Albany and ob- 
serves the crowd being herded into 
the street cars, there is suspicion 
of a dark complexioned individual 
in the woodpile.

Hopi Indian Rites 
Bven among the Hopi Indians of 
the American Southwest, where 
many ancient ceremonials survived, 
there is a tendency among the 
younger Indians to relinquish the 
long-cherished forms. But the 
Hopis, more than any other tribes, 
have persisted in the traditional 
pagan rites. Here in the isolation 
of the gleaming desert and mesa 
may witness still the 
corn dance, the snake dance and 
other picturesque ceremonials 
which’ the influence of the white 
mean have as yet little changed. 
Among all of the Pueblo peoples 
there has been preserved much of 
the old Indian culture. Here more 
than anywhere else the Indian has 
been allowed to have his own life. 
This is easily understood when 
one considers the character of the 
Pueblos. Dwelling in ancestral 
villages century after century, 
avoiding war when possible, and in 
their remote mesa homes resist- 
ing even the disintegrating influ- 
ence of the white men, these inter- 
esting tribes have preserved some 
significant art, poetry and religious 
sentiments which are now in dan- 
ger of extinction, “just as the white 
student of Indian life is beginning 
to appreciate their, value. It seems 
that in time these characteristic 
rites will go the way of the tribal 
cults which the nomadic Indians 
have largely lost—Detroit News.

Important Factor Given Attention by 
Dairy Division of Department 
of Agriculture. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart-

All phases of city milk supply are | 
eovered. Inspection of dairies, milk 
plants and other distributing centers | 
ure made, samples of the products are 
taken and analyzed, both chemically 
and bacteriologically. When neces- 
sury, help is given in ghe installation | 
of laboratories and technique and in 
the interpretation of the results of | 
chemical and bacterial analyses. 
Special meetings may be held 
among both producers and consumers | 
of milk in order to arouse interest in 
the local milk supply. Advice in fram- | 
ing ordinances to cover dairy and milk | 
conditions is also offered. 
An important feature is the milk ! 
content work, in which specialists as- 
sist in instituting these contests and 
act as judges in scoring the product to 
determine the relative standing of | 
milk producers, These contests en-) 
couruge rivalry among dairymen and, 
in consequence, tend to improve the | 
milk supply of a city. ' 


LINE BREEDING IS FAVORED 


Common and Desirable Practice Is En- 
couraged by Co-operative Bull 
Associations. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


A bull association having as many 
as five or six breeding blocks should | 
keep and use all its good bulls as long | 
as they are fit for service. Advancing | 
the bull to the next block at the end of | 
two years does not eliminate him; it 
simply makes it possible to avoid in- | 
breeding. Line breeding, on the other 
hand, is a common and desirable prac- 
tice, and the bull association offers ex- | 
ceptional opportunities for conducting 
thyt kind of breeding. In an associa- | 
tion composed of breeders of pure- 
bred dairy cattle carefully selected 
bulls produced in one block may be 
used in other blocks, and the organiza- 
tion may thus continue indefinitely 
without purchasing bulls from outside 
sources if such a plan seems advisa- 
ble. The same practice may be fol- 
lowed when only a few high-class reg- 
istered cows are owned by members 
of any association. The co-operative 
bull association, therefore, offers an 
excellent opportunity for intelligent, 
long-continued breeding. Skillful mat- 
ing, when combined with careful se- 
lection of the best animals, makes 
great improvement possible.
